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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

Like  most  years,  1981  was  a  busy  one  in  the  Selectmen's  office. 
Most  of  the  early  spring  months  were  taken  up  by  a  revaluation 
of  the  Town  by  the  Selectmen  using  to  a  large  extent,  the  data 
base  compiled  by  E.W.  Greene  and  Associates.   Each  property  owner 
was  advised  of  its  progress  and  invited  to  examine  the  appraisal 
and  computation  cards.   Over  300  did  so.   There  have  been  many 
comments,  both  helpful  and  critical,  but  serious  objections  have 
been  very  few.   The  Selectmen  feel  the  1981  equalization  rate  of 
967o  (computed  by  the  NH  Dept.  of  Revenue)  is  a  silent  commentary 
on  a  job  well  done. 

New  Hampshire  law  requires  that  each  separate  piece  of  property 
now  be  individually  assessed  and  billed.   For  the  first  time  the 
Selectmen  have  tried  to  do  this.   To  facilitate  the  preparation 
of  the  additional  records  and  billing  that  this  procedure  requires, 
the  Selectmen  have  computerized  a  major  portion  of  the  tax  records 
of  the  Town  using  the  facilities  of  a  subsidiary  of  the  Granite 
State  Telephone  Company.  The  use  of  computer  records  will  also 
allow  the  Town  to  issue  semi-annual  tax  bills.   This  has  been 
authorized  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  first  bills  for  the  %  the 
1982  estimated  real  estate  tax  is  expected  to  be  mailed  the  end  of  May. 

Semi-annual  tax  billing  should  spread  the  burden  of  taxes  over 
the  year  and  hopefully  will  make  raising  the  necessary  money 
easier  for  most  of  us.   In  addition  the  expected  savings  to  the 
Town  in  borrowing  costs  is  expected  to  be  substantial.   Because 
of  the  computer,  the  additional  costs  related  to  sem-annual  bill- 
ing ,  are  minimal . 

There  was  no  elected  Road  Agent  in  1981.   No  one  ran  as  a 
candidate  for  the  office,  no  one  responded  to  the  Selectmen's 
request,  from  the  floor  of  the  1981  Town  Meeting  for  volunteers, 
and  more  than  several  qualified  persons  asked  by  the  Selectmen 
to  serve  as  Road  Agent,  refused. 

John  Paige,  an  employee  of  the  highway  department,  was  sub- 
sequently appointed  acting-road  agent  and  is  presently  serving 
in  that  capacity. 

The  Selectmen  feel  strongly  that  the  position  of  Road  Agent  is 
an  important  one  and  one  which  should  carry  considerable  respon- 
sibility.  They  believe  the  interest  of  the  Town  would  be  well 
served  if  the  position  were  made  financially  attractive  and  a 
suitable  person  for  the  position  could  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

In  the  interest  of  economy  the  old  fire  station  has  been  closed 
and  now  stands  vacant  and  unused.   The  Selectmen  believe  that, 
after  remodeling,  that  the  building  could  be  advantageously  and 
economically  used  for  Town  offices  with  a  public  meeting  place 
upstairs . 

They  also  feel  that  is  no  longer  appropriate  for  the  various 
Town  offices  (Town  Clerk,  Chief  of  Police,  etc.)  to  have  their 
offices  and  Town  Records  in  their  homes.   Convenience  and  effi- 
ciency seem  to  indicate  that  a  central  location  for  all  Town 
Offices  and  Town  Records  would  be  advisable. 

The  present  Town  Hall  is  expensive  to  heat  ($5,000  so  far  this 
heating  season)  and  is  ill  adapted  for  Town  Offices  because  of 
space  limitation  and  the  inaccessability  of  the  second  floor. 
If  the  move  is  made  the  present  plan  is  to  close  the  present 
Town  Hall  for  the  Winter  months .

BUDGET  AND  ADVISORY  COMIITTEE  REPORT 


1982  Budget: 

The  Committee  met  several  times  in  December  1981  and  January 
1982  to  review  budget  requests  for  Calendar  1982.   These  meetings 
included  information  gathering  discussions  with  each  Board  or 
Department  head  representing  the  various  operating  divisions  of 
town  government . 

The  Budget  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  for  1982  as  published  in 
this  Town  Report  has  been  produced  as  a  joint  effort  of  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Budget  and  Advisory  Committee.   Many  of  the 
line  items  reflect  increases  over  1981  appropriations  due  mainly 
to  the  increased  costs  of  material  and  services.   There  are, 
however,  notable  exceptions.   For  example,  the  Fire  Department 
budget  is  7 . 57o  lower  than  1981.   In  the  case  of  Town  Road  Main- 
tenance, while  the  1981  budget  was  $95,000,  actual  expenditures 
totalled  only  $76,223.   These  savings  were  due  in  most  part  to 
staffing  economies  put  into  effect  last  year  and  to  a  careful 
monitoring  of  the  budget  by  the  Selectmen.   We  feel,  therefore 
that  a  budget  of  $95,000  is  adequate  for  Town  Road  Maintenance 
in  1982,  even  after  taking  into  account  the  greater  than  normal 
plowing  and  sanding  effort  so  far  this  year  and  the  burden  of 
continuing  inflation. 

Several  of  the  Department  or  Committee  budgets  have  been  reduced 
from  the  original  request  submitted.   The  reductions  were  not 
made  without  careful  consideration  of  the  needs  of  the  respective 
governing  units  and  the  ability  of  the  Town  to  underwrite  the 
costs . 

We  recommend  passage  of  the  Budget  as  it  appears  in  this  Town 
Report . 

WARRANT  ARTICLES: 

We  recommend  passage  of  all  warrant  Articles  involving  the 
raising  of  monies.   We  also  recommend  the  passage  of  Article  14. 
calling  for  the  Road  Agent  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen.

I  meet  with  the  Trustees  once  a  month  to  compile  a  book  order 
Any  request  may  be  submitted  to  the  Library  when  it  will  be  con- 
sidered for  purchase.  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-One  Adult  Books  and 
One  Hundred  and  Seventeen  Juvenile  Books  were  purchased  in  1981. 

Connie  Varnum  does  a  great  job  with  the  young  people,  working 
Wednesday  and  Friday.   Janet  Beach,  ConVal  Resource  Center  Aide, 
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assists  Connie  on  Friday  by  showing  films,  checking  books. 
Approximately  one  hundred  books  are  circulated  each  Friday. 

During  April  we  celebrated  Library  Week  and  had  some  excellent 
evening  programs  thanks  to  Jocel3m  Bolle,  Alan  Thulander  and 
Terry  Risk.   During  May  a  musical  duo,  Colburn  and  Stuart , enter- 
tained the  children  and  adults  in  the  Town  Hall.   Our  Summer 
Program  was  well  attended  this  year.   The  Pre-School  children 
had  a  wonderful  time  and  did  a  great  assortment  of  fun  things 
under  the  direction  of  Connie  Varnum  and  some  mothers.   The 
older  students  went  treasure  hunting,  learned  how  to  make  paper 
and  did  some  printing.   The  summer  program  is  well  attended  by 
the  town's  children.   Francestown  Day  was  a  great  success.   The 
display  of  crafts  done  by  talented  residents  of  the  town  was 
amazing . 

Jean  Moseley  continues  to  return  books  to  the  State  Library 
in  Concord  for  us.   Pat  Cloutier  provides  volunteers  when  needed. 
Many  visitors  stop  at  the  Library  to  view  the  Historical  Rooms 
and  an  increasing  number  of  people  enquire  about  genealogical 
facts.   Eleanor  Kiblin  is  always  a  great  help  in  this  area. 

Out  Library  Friends  are  to  be  thanked  for  gifts  of  books  and 
money  and  in  particular  time,  of  which  they  give  so  generously.

LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 


The  Library  had  another  active  year  in  1981.  Circulation  was 
up  167o  and  new  residents  have  been  quick  to  secure  Library  cards, 
We  were  again  awarded  the  State  merit  certificate,  always  a 
pleasing  note  on  the  year. 

Early  each  month,  there  is  a  small  rush  as  patrons  come  to  get 
the  Francestown  Calendar,  and  a  first  look  at  new  books.  Every 
Wednesday  morning,  the  Pre-Schoolers  arrive  for  Library  Story- 
time.  The  school  children  follow  class  by  class  as  the  week  con- 
tinues . 

After  hours,  the  lights  come  back  on  for  town  groups  and  com- 
mittees meeting  in  the  building.  The  lamps  have  also  been  lit 
for  well-presented  and  most  interesting  Historical  Society  pro- 
grams . 

The  Library's  own  special  programs  last  year  began  in  April 
with  the  well-attended  festivities  of  Library  Month.  Jocelyn  Bolle 
spoke  on  "Monadnock  Artists;"  Alan  Thulander  on  "Collecting;" 
and  Terry  Risk  on  "Fine  Book-binding."  The  children's  special 
treat  was  a  session  of  music  making  with  David  Colburn  and  Debbie 
Stuart  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Later  came  the  cheerful  Welcome  Coffee  in  September,  and  the 
innovation  of  "Francestown  Day"  in  October.  The  latter,  a  cold 
Sunday  afternoon,  was  warmed  by  the  music  of  our  faithful  friends 
Allan  Block  and  Nancy  MacDowell,  and  featured  a  remarkable  arts 
and  crafts  exhibition,   an  Historic  Walk  up  Main  Street,  a  book 
sale,  and  all  the  cider  and  doughnuts  the  crowd  could  manage. 

Cookies  and  punch  were  next  as  the  Library  and  Historical 
Society  celebrated  the  building's  special  beauty  at  Christmas- 
time. Every  mantle,  hearth,  and  surface  was  decorated,  a  beau- 
tiful tree  from  the  Kiblins  drew  all  eyes,  and  the  strains  of 
Bach  and  Mozart  from  Lynn  Hintz '  flute  filled  the  air  with  joy- 
ous sound. 

The  Summer  Program  for  the  town's  children  is,  of  course,  the 
most  ambitious  of  our  extra  efforts  in  terms  of  time,  energy, 
and  creativity.  The  school  children,  and  the  pre-schoolers,  are 
entertained  and,  we  hope,  stimulated  and  enlightened,  for  six 
weeks  with  projects,  outings,  books,  and  films.  Parents  and 
Library  friends  assist  us  in  arranging  varied  and  imaginative 
activities  for  the  fifty  or  so  children  who  regularly  attend. 

In  1981, the  children  learned  to  make  paper,  learned  to  print 
on  it  with  hand-set  type  (courtesy  -  and  patience  -  of  Terry  Risk) 
and  to  work  with  papier-mache,  creating  a  life-sized  figure 
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holding,  of  course,  a  book.   Even  a  "rain  day"  was  exciting  as 
Jo  Staub  substituted  the  indoor  making  of  pot-pourri  for  the 
planned  Pond  field  day.   Alan  Thulander  led  a  sucessful  treasure 
hunt  all  'round  the  Library  with  kindly-lent  metal  detectors, 
and  the  final  party  featured  songs  and  puppets  with  Holly  MacAdam 
and  Gary  Alger.   Joan,  Connie,  and  helpful  mothers  ran  a  simul- 
taneous -  a:nd  crowded  -  pre- school  Summer  Program. 

Perhaps  we  should  here  define  for  you  the  financial  source  of 
these  special  programs  and  events  -  the  source  of  fees  or  sup- 
plies or  ingredients  for  them.   The  Trustees  feel  that  the  Library 
should  offer  more  to  the  community  than  the  strictly  functional 
Town  Budget  can  provide.   To  offer  such  "extras,"  we  have  fund- 
raising  events  from  time  to  time  -  no  more  than  one  a  year,  or 
every  other  year  -  to  finance  such  events  as  those  described,  or 
film  series,  puppet  shows  clowns,  music .. .Funds  raised  are  also 
applied  to  the  purchase  of  particularly  costly  books  we  feel 
necessary  or  desirable,  costly  equipment,  or  to  renovation  or 
redecoration  inside  the  building,  to  producing  the  Calendar 
(with  thanks  to  the  Conservation  Commission  for  financial  help) 
and  to  generally  seizing  any  opportunity  we  feel  would  benefit 
the  children  and  the  townsfolk. 

This  fund-raising  is  a  purely  voluntary  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  Trustees  -  as  are  the  efforts  required  to  carry  out  the 
programs  they  fund.   The  financial  and  physical  contributions 
of  generous  citizens  who  support  these  "extras"  is  of  course 
also  entirely  voluntary.   Attendance,  and  sentiments  expressed 
by  townspeople  over  the  years,  have  convinced  us  that  the  Sumner 
Programs,  the  Calendar,  the  art  and  craft  shows,  the  speakers, 
the  music,  the  "extra-special"  book  purchases,  "Story-time , "etc . , 
-  and  the  improvement  of  the  setting  in  which  you  enjoy  them  - 
have  merit  and  Town  support.   Some  appreciative  citizens  feel 
strongly  enough  to  regularly  contribute  private  donations  to  the 
special  fund  for  just  such  uses. 

For  the  past  several  years,  and  for  the  past  several  months 
with  the  aid  of  an  architect,  we  have  been  planning  the  renovation 
of  the  room  downstairs  -  so  well  created  out  of  an  old  cellar 
years  ago  for  the  children  -  but  now  sorely  in  need  of  repair. 

Our  special  fund  will  provide  the  start  for  this  next  big  pro- 
ject in  the  spring.   Please  come  to  see  our  plans  and  sketches. 
And  before  I  leave  this  subject  -  we  hope  a  year  off  has  given 
you  a  good  appetite  for  chowder  and  jazz.   You'll  be  sure  to  get 
an  invitation  to  enjoy  both  in  1982. 

We  continue  our  involvement  in  the  Nubanusit  Coop  -  our  regional 
Library  group  -  and  recognize  serious  discount  benefits  in  the 
purchase  of  books  and  supplies  with  this  organization.  The  severe 
State  cut-backs,  including  the  grievous  loss  of  the  Bookmobile, 
have,  of  course,  affected  us  dramatically.  New,  but  limited, 
alternatives  are  being  explored  with  the  State  for  comings  years. 
In  1981,  with  only  one  visit  from  the  Bookmobile,  and  that  the 
last,  our  offering  of  new  reading  has  been  seriously  curtailed. 
We  hope  new  procedures  will  partially  fill  that  gap  in  1982.  In 
the  meantime,  so  the  shelves  aren't  too  tiresomely  familiar  to 
the  regulars,  we've  gone  to  a  system  of  monthly  book  purchase. 
More  frequent  new  titles  seem  to  better  please  all  of  our  Library 
users.   We  do  think  you  can  find  a  great  deal  of  what  you  seek  - 
new  and  older  fiction,  all  the  categories  of  non-fiction,  re- 
ference works,  classics,  magazines  and  records  -  right  on  Main 
Street,  Francestown. 

You  may  sometime  find  in  the  front  of  a  fine  book  in  our 
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Library  a  book-plate  memorializing  a  special  friend  of  the 
Library.   That  person's  family  or  friends  have  donated  to  the 
Library  as  a  useful  and  lasting  remembrance.   Or,  such  gifts  may 
be  designated  particularly  for  furnishings  or  equipment.   Most 
usually,  they  are  offered  for  any  Library  need,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Trustees.   We  are  deeply  grateful  to  those  we  so 
miss  who  specifically  directed   that  they  be  remembered  in  this 
way,  or  to  families  who  made  this  choice  -  and  to  those  who 
honored  their  wishes . 

So  many  Francestonians  have  helped  us  all  year,  in  so  many 
ways,  with  so  many  contributions  of  effort,  time,  and  talent, 
that  we  cannot  here  thank  them  all .   We  can  only  hope  a  "blanket" 
thank-you  will  begin  to  express  our  gratitude.   We  must  single 
out,  though,  the"Library  families"-  husbands  and  children  of  the 
Trustees  and  Librarians  -  who  never  fail  us.   They  face  with 
fortitude  not  only  cold  meals  but  a  mulitude  of  chores,  large 
and  small;  they  lift,  carry,  fix,  fetch,  and  with  never  (or 
hardly  ever)  a  word  of  complaint. 

Our  "upstairs  neighbor,  "Eleanor  Kiblin,  custodian  of  the 
Historical  Rooms,  is  ever  cooperative  -  and  ever  a  source  of 
ideas  and  support  for  our  efforts,  and  we  thank  her.   Our  thanks 
too,  to  Honorary  Trustee  Diane  Schott  who,  with  special  affection 
for  the  Library,  seems  always  able  to  fine  time  and  energy  for 
us.   Pat  Cloutier,  our  chairman  of  volunteers,  deserves  special 
gratitude  for  her  years  of  tedious  effort  on  the  "phone  cajoling 
the  extra  help  we  need. 

Our  deepest  appreciation  is,  of  course,  for  Joan  Hanchett, 
whose  presence  and  skills  in  the  Library  are  so  delightful  for 
us  and  for  her  patrons:  and  for  Connie  Varnum  who  serves  the 
children  -  and  the  Library  -  with  such  devotion.   The  extra 
thought  and  time  they  give  to  your  Library  cannot  be  measured  - 
nor  can  our  gratitude.

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REPORT  OF  ARTICLE  #8  -  TOWN  MEETING  1981 

At  the  1981  Town  Meeting  it  was  decided  that  the  Moderator 
should  appoint  a  committee  of  not  more  than  three  to  review  with 
the  Library  Trustees: 

1.  The  nature  and  purpose  of  all  Library  funds. 

2.  Recommend  co-mingling  if  possible. 

3.  Update  the  1976  report,  particularly  with  respect  to  the 
ultimate  capacity  of  the  present  building. 

4.  Prepare  an  article  for  the  Warrant  is  necessary. 

David  Jonas,  Karen  McDonough  and  Dana  Roberge  agreed  to  research 
the  subject  for  the  Moderator  and  subsequently  have  submitted 
the  following  report. 

1.  NATURE  &  PURPOSE 


The  Library  funds  as  reported  in  the  1981  Town  Report  and  their 
status  at  that  time  are  as  follows: 

SPECIAL  ACCOUNT,  12/31/80   Balance  $672.00 

The  purpose  of  this  account  is  interior  repairs,  equipment  and 

minor  purchases . 

CERTIFICATE  OF  DEPOSIT,  12/31/80  Balance  $1,417.00 
The  nature  of  this  account  is  a  certificate  of  deposit  (#456-  fnp) 
which  matures  on  3/24/82.   The  purpose  of  the  account  is  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustees.  At  this  time  it  is  planned  to  be  used 
on  a  downstair  renovation  project,  including  fire  exits  and  climate 
control .

2.  CO-MINGLING 


It  is  the  conclusion  of  the  committee  that  the  Library  Trustees 
have  consolidated  funds  whenever  practical  and  possible. 
Frequently,  however,  donated  funds  are  dedicated  to  a  particular 
purpose  or  only  the  interest  is  usable,  making  consolidation  or 
co-mingling  impossible. 

A  possible  remedy  for  a  continually  expanding  assortment  of 
small  memorial  funds  and  accounts  is  to  encourage  donors  to 
contribute  to  already  existing  accounts  or  to  avoid  restrictions 
of  the  funds  use. 

3.  1976  REPORT  UPDATE 


Because  the  committee  lacked  the  expertise  or  time  to  conduct 
the  research  necessary  for  a  reliable  projection  of  ten  year 
Library  use  or  expansion  requirements  we  can  only  reiterate  the 
Trustees'  own  conclusion.  That  is,  that  the  current  facilities 
will  be  adequate  for  space  requirements  for  the  next  ten  years . 
It  is  extremely  difficult  in  the  midst  of  todays  information 
processing  revolution,  to  even  predict  what  shape  libraries  will 
take  in  the  future.  We  do  feel,  however  that  current  developments 
at  the  State  Library  level  will  provide  us  with  some  good  indi- 
cations within  the  next  18  months . 

4.  PREPARE  AN  ARTICLE  FOR  THE  WARRANT 


Although  there  was  considerable  discussion  on  the  subject  the 
committee  concluded  that  a  Warrant  Article  relative  to  the  various 
funds  and  their  disposition  was  inappropriate  and  unneccessary 
at  this  time.   The  committee  further  concluded  that  the  Library 
Trustees  have  managed  the  funds  entrusted  to  them  in  such  a  way 
so  as  to  anticipate  Library  needs  and  to  minimize  the  loss  of 
purchasing  power  of  accumulating  funds. 

The  committee  feels,  however,  that  the  financial  merit  of  broad 
based  funding  through  the  capital  reserve  system  should  be 
re-evaluated  in  the  context  of  our  inflationary  economy. 
Why  should  taxpayers  be  asked  to  put  aside  funds  only  to  see  the 
purchasing  power  of  those  dollars  be  sacrificed  to  inflation.?

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
FRANCESTOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  1981 


The  Francestown  Conservation  Commission  was  established  by 
vote  of  Town  Meeting  in  1965.  There  are  seven  members,  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  to  three-year  terms. 

The  Commission  is  the  agency  specifically  charged  with  the 
promotion  and  protection  of  the  Town's  natural  resources  and  the 
protection  of  watershed  resources.   It  serves  as  an  advisor  to 
the  town  on  the  environmental  aspects  of  land  use  decisions. 

The  Commission  is  in  support  of  the  completed  Master  PlanTA^ich 
handled  conservation  -  related  issues  in  a  sensitive  and  fore- 
sighted  manner. 

Three  applications  to  the  Dredge  and  Fill  Board  were  filed. 
The  conditions  of  the  sites  were  inspected  by  the  Commission, 
and  subsequently  approved. 

Repeated  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  residents 
concerned  about  the  ditching  and  heavy  maintenance  on  scenic  roads. 
The  Commission  r.equested  that  the  Selectmen  address  this  problem, 
and  agreed  to  an  open,  informational  meeting  with  all  road  and 
safety  personnel.   The  outcome  was  the  establishment  by  the 
Selectmen  of  a  Special  Roads  Committee  to  investigate  road  policy 
for  future  road  maintenance.   The  Commission  looks  forward  to 
hearing  the  results  of  this  research. 

The  Town  Forest  is  under  scutiny  by  the  Commission.   Members 
have  walked  the  forest  several  times  and  been  in  contact  with 
Bruce  McCandless  of  the  County  Extension  Service  on  how  best  to 
manage  the  forest  area.   A  massive  clean-up  is  planned  for  the 
spring  -  particularly  that  area  formerly  used  as  a  dumping  site. 

In  May  the  Commission  obtained  200  American  cranberry  bushes 
(Viburnum  trilobum)  from  the  state  field  station.   These  were 
distributed  to  the  Francestown  school  children  with  planting 
and  expectation  instructions.   The  bushes  are  easily  grown, 
attractive  in  all  seasons,  and  a  favorite  food  for  berry-eating 
birds.   The  Commission  plans  to  offer  a  different  plant  or  tree 
to  the  children  again  this  spring. 

The  annual  roadside  clean-up  took  place  in  early  June.   It  is 
a  thankless  and  unpleasant  task.   We  thank  all  the  good  people 
of  Francestown  who  helped  collect  an  enormous  amount  of  rubbish 
consisting  mainly  of  beer  bottles  and  cans.  Many  comments  in 
reference  to  the  recently  defeated  "Bottle  Bill"  were  heard  that 
day,  along  with  many  pledges  to  work  even  harder  to  see  that  is 
not  defeated  next  time  around. 

In  June  the  Commission  sponsored  three  area  young  people  at 
Conservation  Camp  directed  by  the  Society  for  the  Protection 
of  New  Hampshire  Forests.  Kubby  Hall,  Beth  Bewley,  and  Jay 
Topping  spent  a  week  learning  more  about  environment  through 
field  and  pond  study.  It  was  a  living  -  learning  experience 
which  they  happily  shared  with  commission  members  at  a  later 
meeting . 

In  September,  water  quality  testing  and  analysis  of  Scobie 
Pond  and  Pleasant  Pond  were  carried  out  by  Professor  Roger 
Lawrence  and  his  advanced  biology  class  of  St.  Anselem's  College. 
The  conclusion  was  that  the  water  quality  was  good  with  no  count 
for  coliform  bacteria. 

Several  commission  members  have  been  involved  with  an  interest- 
ing study  of  the  Piscataquog  River.   The  study  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission,  has  involved 
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extensive  field  work,  mapping,  water  testing,  and  recreational 
possibilities  of  the  river.   All  maps  and  information  will  be 
available  to  the  Town  when  completed. 

Throughout  the  year  seminars  on  acid  rain,  gypsy  moth  control, 
hazardous  waste,  designation  of  prime  wetlands,  land  trust  and 
land  aquisition  have  been  attended  by  commission  members. 
Present  members  are  particularly  interested  in  establishing  land 
trust  for  conservation  purposes.   Tom  Enright  of  the  Mollis  Land 
Trust,  and  the  foresight  and  conservation  measures  employed  by 
that  town  have  inspired  us  to  pursue  this  goal. 

Last  spring  Lina  deTarnowski  and  Frank,  Hanchett  were  welcomed 
as  new  members,  along  with  Fran  Hall  as  associate  member. 
We  encourage  citizens  to  contact  us  on  environmental  issues  and 
to  attend  our  programs  and  meetings.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT- 1981 


At  the  March  17,  1981  meeting  of  the  Francestown  Planning 
Board,  officers  for  the  coming  year  were  elected,  this  election 
reflecting  the  results  of  voting  at  Town  Meeting.   Richard  S. 
Mikula  was  elected  Chairman,  Charles  F.  Onasch  Secretary,  Betty 
Behrsing,  Selectman  ex-officio  and  Sandra  Ellis  was  reappointed 
Clerk  of  the  Board.   Janet  Munson  and  John  Oppenheimer  were 
reappointed  as  alternates. 

During  1981,  several  major  projects  were  completed.   These 
included  the  adoption  of  a  formal  site  plan  review  proceedure, 
the  development  of  a  checklist  to  assure  that  all  necessary  data 
was  presented  for  subdivision  approvals  and  the  completion  of  a 
formal  application  for  the  presentation  of  subdivisions  to  the 
Board. 

At  the  January  19th,  1982  meeting,  the  Board,  in  a  unaminous 
vote,  accepted  the  revised  version  of  the  Town  Master  Plan.  This 
document  is  presently  being  retyped  and  edited  and  it  is  hoped 
that  it  may  be  ready  by  Town  Meeting. 

As  has  been  the  Board's  usual  custom,  meeting  have  been  held 
the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  each  month  (except  August) .   In 
addition  to  these  22  regular  meetings,  the  Board  held  seventeen 
special  meetings  and  five  public  hearings. 

One  of  the  public  hearings,  held  September  1,  1981,  was  to 
discuss  the  cutting  and  removal  of  trees  on  several  of  the  Town's 
Scenic  Roads.   The  roads  included  the  following:  Poor  Farm  Road, 
Avery  Road,  Bible  Hill  Road  and  Birdsall  Road.   Input  was  had 
from  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Fire  Wards  and  several  citizens. 

Opposition  to  the  cutting  was  expressed  by  residents  and 
property  owners  on  Birdsall  Road  who  feared  that  the  removal 
of  trees  would  result  in  the  widening  of  the  travel  surface  and 
a  concurrent  increase  in  the  speed  of  vehicles  using  this  section 
of  the  road.   The  Board,  in  the  interest  of  safety  and  better 
maintenance  voted  unaminously  to  approve  the  removal  of  the 
marked  trees  with  the  provisio  that  road  width  be  maintained  at 
present  dimensions. 

Two  hearings  were  held  to  make  changes  in  the  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  two  hearing  were  held  for  Zoning  Regulation 
changes .   In  both  cases ,  changes  were  mandated  by  new  State 
regulations  and  by  need  changes  to  bring  our  regulations  into 
legal  compliance. 

During  1981,   9  subdivisions  were  approved  creating  14  lots.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  SOUTHWEST  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSIONERS 

Francestown,  as  a  member  of  the  Southwest  Region  Planning 
Commission,  is  one  of  a  growing  number  of  communities  which 
have  recognized  and  support  the  benefits  of  regionalism  in 
their  areas.   As  evidence  of  this  growth  in  recent  years,  in 
19.74,  142  of  the  234  local  governments  in  the  state  were 
members  of  regional  planning  commissions,  while  today  201  can 
be  counted  as  member  towns. 

As  membership  in  regional  planning  commissions  has  grown,  so 
have  the  areas  of  involvement  and  responsibility.   Regional 
planning  commissions  provide  a  diversity  of  services  to  local 
governments  which  is  not,  has  not,  and  can  not  be  provided  by 
any  other  agency,  or  array  of  agencies-federal,  state,  or  local- 
at  comparable  cost.   These  services  are  basically  "one  on  one" 
at  the  local/grassroots  level  and  have  had  the  advantage  of 
fostering  trust  and  credibility  within  the  arena  of  local  home 
rule.   Historically,  the  regional  planning  commission  has 
responded  to  the  needs,  desires,  and  problems  of  local  govern- 
ments both  on  an  individual  and  regional  basis. 

The  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission's  relationship  with 
its  member  communities  is  enhanced  by  Commissioners  who  are 
a  representative  cross  section  of  lay  personnel  (City  Council- 
members,  Selectmen,  State  Representatives;  together  with  members 
of  local  boards  and  commissions  and  citizens  at  large,  appointed 
by  and  accountable  to  their  Boards  of  Selectmen  or  the  Keene 
City  Council) . 

The  Southwest  Region  Planning  Commission  is  an  "in  place" 
agency,  familiar  with  its  area,  with  a  proven  and  demonstrated 
capability  for  assessment  and  implementation  of  local  and 
regional  policies,  programs  and  plans  as  they  affect  local 
governments.

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WASTE  DISPOSAL  AND  RECYCLING  COMMISSION 


You  will  note  a  considerable  difference  between  our  1981 
appropriation  for  the  Town  Dump  and  Garbage  Removal  and  the 
actual  expenditures  for  the  past  year.   We  had  submitted  a 
budget  of  $15,650,  but  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  Selectmen 
opted  to  reduce  the  budget  to  $14,000,  in  line  with  the  actual 
expenditures  for  the  prior  year.   In  1980  we  received  from  sale 
of  gravel,  as  our  prorated  share  of  the  Antrim/ Bennington  Land- 
fill ,  ($1  ,  800)  ,  which  we  were  not  to  receive  in  1981.  Hence  the 
discrepancy. 

Again  recycling  in  1981  was  not  a  profitable  operation  and 
I  doubt  that  it  ever  will  be  for  our  relatively  small  town. 
Lack  of  proper  equipment  to  handle  and  transport  recyclable 
materials  eleminates  any  chance  of  even  breaking  even  for  that 
specific  operation.   However  we  do  continue  to  store  and  sell 
paper,  cardboard  and  glass,  which  lowers  our  current  charge  to 
move  other  non-recyclable  to  the  Landfill.   Further  we  must 
control  all  waste  materials  that  are  brought  to  our  Town  Dump 
area. 

We  still  have  approval  to  burn  combustible  materials  such  as 
brush,  wood  and  some  construction  materials. 

Our  lower  section  as  a  disposable  area  is  still  approved  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Public  Health  Services,  which,  for 
our  Dump,  covers  air  and  water  pollution,  scrap  metal,  chemical 
waste  if  any,  tires,  old  cars  etc.   Without  constant  supervision 
and  constant  cleanup  of  disposable  there,  we  might  well  have  our 
permission  rescinded  and  be  obliged  to  truck  everything  to  the 
landfill  at  a  considerable  increased  cost. 

During  the  past  eight  months  we  have  been  working  with  Antrim 
and  Bennington  in  an  effort  to  develop  a  more  practical  plan 
for  this  Tri-Town  recycling  effort.   With  passage  of  the  State 
Solid  Waste  Plan,  a  bill  that  became  effective  on  August  29,1981, 
the  Bureau  of  Solid  Waste  Management  in  Concord  will  designate 
districts  in  which  each  town  must  participate  in  developing  a 
Plan  for  its  solid  waste  disposal.   We  believe  currently  that 
our  arrangement  with  Antrim  and  Bennington  is  a  suitable  and 
satisfactory  operation  but  we  may  find  pressure  to  include  other 
neighboring  towns  in  this  landfill  space. 

One  of  the  fundamental  goals  behind  this  State  Solid  Waste 
Plan  is  the  Resource  Recovery  from  recycling  and  the  generation 
of  engergy  from  waste  disposal,  and  the  belief  that  several 
towns  working  together  can  create  enough  waste  to  accomplish 
this.

Early  in  the  year  a  break  in  a  electric  line  on  Route  #47 
caused  a  power  outage  at  Crotched  Mountain  leaving  skiers  stranded 
on  the  chair  lift.  Emergency  evacuation  of  the  lifts  was  accom- 
plished in  under  20  minutes  when  gasoline  engines  operated  to 
carry  skiers  to  the  top  where  they  were  escorted  down  the  mountain 
by  ski  instructors  earring  rail  road  flares  which  are  used  in 
the  traditional  torch  light  parade. 

Facilities  at  the  ski  area  were  operated  during  the  summer 
months  for  private  oUtings  on  weekends. 

The  Hall  of  Fame  Golf  Club  operates  at  the  Tory  Pine  Resort. 
Ski  touring  is  offered  during  the  winter  months .   There  has  been 
continued  opposition  to  expansion  of  lodging  facilities  at  this 
area. 

The  new  fire  station  was  dedicated  in  memory  of  Neil  Leonard 
in  April .
